Counly.

SECTION 1. That the election of county and precinct officers in nndEiccUcn

for the county of Rice, held at the several precincts in said county on the "***
9th of October, A.D., 1855, is hereby ratified and confirmed.

SEO. 2. That the official acts of aaid county and precinct officers done,
performed or eicrcised in accordance with the law made and provided for xe(i Of offic
the regulation and action of such officers shall be valid, and binding upon
all persons whomsoever both in law and equity, any non-compliance with
the statutory details in the election or qualification of said officers, not-
withstanding.
